THE WRITTEN DANCE 

How have choreographers preserved examples of their work? Until the 1920's 
there was no universal system of recording dances. Then, Rudolf Laban took his 
cue from physics and discovered a complete structural movement description was 
possible. He analyzed movement using the physical factors of space, time and 
force. 

TOPIC will present dance illustrations and discussion on Sunday, March 15 
at 11:00 a.m. on WRC-TV, channel 4. "The Written Dance' - known as Labanotation, 
uses a symbol to represent each body part and movement. Applications of notation 
to Dance will be explored by performances of reconstructed excerpts from works 
by Petipa, Doris Humphrey, Charles Weidman, Norman Walker and works created by 
GW Dance Faculty and graduate students. The George Washington University Dance 
Company will provide dance illustrations of the Laban symbols and what they mean. 

TOPIC will be seen again on WRC-TV immediately after the "Tonight Show" on 
March 19. This is a Public Service Program produced in cooperation with the 
George Washington University and WRC-TV. 
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GW LAW STUDENTS LAUNCH PROGRAM 
TO "EXPLOIT CONSUMER AWARENESS" 

Grabbing hold of the "hottest and sexiest" issue—consumerism—in the 
country today, a GW law professor and his "consumer protection" class have 
launched a four-point campaign to excite consumer awareness to the point that 
people will know how to help themselves before they fall into the many traps 
awaiting the uninformed buyer. 

Turning law students into determined citizens working to help District 
residents with consumer problems, Donald Rothschild and forces are developing a 
television program to inform viewers of various problems they may confront as 
comsumers; are manning a complaint center which can be reached from 12 to 5 p.m. 
five days a week; are heading to area high schools to tackle the questions and 
situations that junior consumers must confront; and operate a consumer protection 
office at the law school which can be reached on a 24-hour basis. 

This latest attempt on the part of law school faculty and students to put 
the facets of legal curriculum into realistic practice all came about as the 
result of an 0E0 grant which f u nded Rothschild to prepare materials on consumer 
protection that could be used by students and administrators to help the often- 
confused and frustrated consumer. 

"One big problem we have," said Rothschild, "is that we don't have the facts 
and means we need to handle consumer problems. In most cases, it's over and

done with before the lawyer gets involved—much to the dismay of the disillu¬ 
sioned customer. At that point, it's just too late to be effective.' 1 

"Our latest project will open new horizons of preventive law," he continued, 
"so that many of the problems can be checked before they happen. In the past, 
lawyers have not been trained in advance to tell people how to sign contracts, 
or purchase on time, or sign leases, or buy used automobiles, etc. Through 
our efforts, we hope to teach lawyers to translate their legal lingo to English 
so that the lay public can understand." 

The Consumer HELP Center, housed in the stations of WTTG television (Metro 
Media-Channel 5) is comprised of four teams of students performing the following 
tasks: One group mans the H-E-L-P Desk at WTTG, receiving telephone calls from 
the public through a special telephone line: 362-HELP, from 12:30 p.m. to 5 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. This group is responsible for correlating, categorizing 
and responding to calls for assistance. The second group is composed of library 
researchers housed within the University Law Center who are responsible for pro¬ 
viding legal information to the outside members of the team. The third group 
consists of field researchers who follow up the results of the individual 
problems reported. The fourth group is involved in programming the information 
received from the H-E-L-P Desk as well as the reports from the field researchers 
and in cooperation with WTTG News, will produce consumer awareness information 
involving members of the community and merchants, which will appear as features 
in the "Ten O'clock News" on Channel 5.

GW’S SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING AND APPLIED SCIENCE JOINS 
NASA IN COOPERATIVE ACOUSTICS RESEARCH PROGRAM 

An outstanding cooperative research and educational group is being formed 
at the NASA-Langley Research Center by George Washington University’s School 
of Engineering and Applied Science and the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. The group will participate in an acoustics research program 
concerned with the problems of alleviating noise and providing a technical 
base for acceptable design of ground transportation systems, noise resistant 
structures, aircraft, and space vehicles, 

Selwyn E. Wright, most recently a staff member of the Institute of Sound and 
Vibration Research, University of Southampton, Southampton, England, has recently 
been appointed assistant research professor of engineering at GW and will work 
with other experts in the research group at the Langley Research Center in 
Hampton, Va. S.W. Yuan, professor of engineering and applied science, and Warren 
Mason, research professor of engineering, will be available along with other 
faculty members for consultation. 

Activities of the group will include analytical and experimental research 
in the areas of noise sources, noise propagation, and the responses of people to 
noise and sonic boom phenomena. 
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Successful applicants will be awarded Research Scholar Assistantships and 
enrolled in the GW-NASA Langley graduate program, leading to the degree of Master 
of Science. The program which requires a minimum of 30 semester hours, includes 
such courses as: introduction to acoustics, physical acoustics, psychological 
and physiological acoustics and special topics in acoustics.

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STUDENTS PETITION PRESIDENT ON LATEST ECOLOGICAL CRISIS 

Today members of the Committee for Ecological Responsibility petitioned 
President Nixon, pursuant to the National Environmental Policy Act of 1969, 

M To request the Council on Environmental Quality to make an exhaustive, indepen¬ 
dent feasibility study of the proposed Trans-Alaska Pipeline System and highway." 
The Committee, composed of George Washington University Law Students and Law 
Professor Arthur S. Miller, presented the petition in coalition with the Wilder¬ 
ness Society and the Sierra Club, 

The petition was presented for three reasons. First, the Committee believes 
that a feasibility study of the Pipeline System should be made by an independent 
organization rather than a government agency that has the right to grant land 
permits. Second, the committee feels that this specific issue could help define 
the role of the Council on Environmental Quality. Third, because of the vast 
potential for environmental destruction inherent in the system the committee 
believes the highly complex, technical problems should not be left unsolved 
before construction begins. 

John Whittaker, Deputy Assistant to the President accepted the petition 
during a 30 minute meeting this morning. According to Mr. Whittaker, President 
Nixon would read the petition today.

Rush has served as Imperial Potentate (the world's leader of the Shriners), is 
former chairman of the Board of Directors of the Shriners Hospitals for Crippled 
and Burned Children, and is senior Past Potentate of Kena Temple in Alexandria, 
Va. Active in the Washington community, Rush has headed many national and inter¬ 
national organizations, and is now chairman of the development committee of the 
Institute for American Strategy and serves on committees of the American 
Security Council and the Freedom Studies Center. 

Rush is a graduate of the University of Alabama and received his law degree 
from the University of Mississippi. He also attended George Washington and 
Gerogetown Universities.

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ORVILLE F. RUSH NAMED TO THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
AT GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY IN WASHINGTON, D.C. 

Orville F. Rush, past Imperial Potentate (1966-67) and former Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Shriners Hospitals for Crippled and Burned Children, 
has been elected a member of the Board of Trustees at George Washington University 
in Washington, D.C. George Washington is a private university in the Nation 1 s 
Capital with an enrollment of approximately 14,000 

The University, one of the oldest in the country, is named after the 
nation's first president, George Washington, himself an outstanding Mason. 
Washington, as President and as private citizen, had urgently insisted upon the 
establishment of a National University in the Federal City. There he hoped that, 
while being instructed in the arts and sciences, students from all parts of the 
country would acquire the habits of good citizenship, throwing off local 
prejudices and gaining at first hand, a knowledge of the practice, as well as 
the theory, of republican government. To further the materialization of his 
hopes, Washington left a bequest of fifty shares of The Potomac Company, 

"towards the endowment of a University to be established within the limits of 
the District of Columbia, under the auspices of the General Govermment, if that 
government should incline to extend a fostering hand towards it." The Congress 
never extended "a fostering hand." The Potomac Company passed out of existence, 
and Washington's bequest became worthless. 

Fully conscious of Washington's hopes, but motivated primarily by a great 
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missionary urge and the need for a learned clergy, a group of dedicated ministers 
and laymen sponsored a movement for the establishment of a college in the District 
of Columbia, Inspired largely by the zeal and energy of the Reverend Luther 
Rice, they raised funds for the purchase of a site and petitioned Congress for 
a charter. After much delay and amendment. Congress granted a charter which 
was approved by President Monroe on Feb. 9, 1821. To safeguard the College's 
nonsectarian character, it provided "That persons of every religious denomination 
shall be capable of being elected Trustees; nor shall any person, either as 
President, Professor, Tutor or pupil, be refused admittance into said College, 
or denied any of the privileges, immunities, or advantages thereof, for or on 
account of his sentiments in matters of religion. 11 

Today, both the Scottish Rites Fellowships and Walcott Scholarships are 
conducted at the university. 

Orville Rush is the Senior Past Potentate of the Kena Temple in Alexandria, 

Va. He was most active during his office as Imperial Potentate, visiting all 
the hospitals, a large majority of the Temples and many Shrine Clubs. He dedicated 
a Burns Center at the University of Cincinnati, a new Crippled Childrens 
Hospital at Honolulu and a new ediface of the Crippled Childrens Hospital in 
Mexico City all in May of 1967 and another Burns Center at Harvard University 
in July of that year. He spoke before Joint Sessions of several state 
legislatures; made commencement addresses; received Honorary Doctorates; and 
during the International Convention in Washington, D.C., was honored by the 
presence of President and Mrs. Lyndon Johnson and Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey. 

Rush has served on many important committees of the Shrine, including the 
chairmanship of the investment committee and the committee for new Burns 
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Centers. He is also a member of the coordinating committee of the Professional 
Football Hall of Fame at Canton, Ohio. He is past director of the Alexandria 
Court of the Royal Order of Jesters, and in July, 1967, was designated King 
Chesapeake in Maryland, succeeding Maryland’s Governor Tawes. He is a thirty- 
third degree Mason, belongs to both Rites and is past Master of his logge. 

Rush received his undergraduate degree from the University of Alabama and 
a Juris Doctor degree from the University of Mississippi. He also attended 
George Washington and Georgetown Universities in Washington, D.C. 

An officer, director and counsel for several prominent corporations. Rush 
is chairman of the development committee of the Institute for American Strategy 
and serves on committees of the American Security Council and the Freedom Studies 
Center. 

His offices are located in Washington, D.C. He resides on his estate 
"Linganore" near McLean, Va. 
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CORNING GLASS' S. DONALD STOOKEY NAMED 
INVENTOR OF THE YEAR BY GEORGE WASHINGTON 
UNIVERSITY'S PTC RESEARCH INSTITUTE 

S. Donald Stookey, director of fundamental chemical research for 
Corning Glass Works and inventor of photosensitive glasses, PYROCERAM 
brand glass-ceramics, and co-inventor of photochromic glasses that darken 
reversibly in sunlight, has been named the Inventor of the Year for 1969 
by George Washington University’s PTC Research Institute, 

The Inventor of the Year Award honors a journeyman or professional 
inventor who has made a significant patented invention or inventions even 
though he may not have had wide public notice. The Award is not limited 
to an inventor's contribution in any one year, but is given for any or all 
of his patented inventions to date. 

Stookey joined Corning Glass Works in 1940 as a research chemist and 10 
years later was named a senior research associate in chemistry. He was appointed 
manager of Fundamental Chemical Research in 1955 and director of the same 
division in January 1963. His main fields of research have been in developing 
new glass compositions and processes, including opal glasses, photosensitive 
glasses, glass-ceramics (PYROCERAM ) and most recently he was co-inventor, with 
Dr. W.H. Armistead, of reversibly darkening photochromic glass. 

He is a graduate, magna cum laude, of Coe College, Cedar Rapids, Iowa and 
received a master's degree in chemistry from Lafayette College in 1937 and a 
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doctorate in physical chemistry from Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 
1940. 

Stookey is the recipient of numerous awards, honoring his research activities 
and achievements. Included in these are: the S.B. Meyer Award of the American 
Ceramic Society, the John Price Wetherill Award of the Franklin Institute, the 
Ross Coffin Purdy Award of the American Ceramic Society, and the "Golden Plate 
Award" from the Academy of Achievement in San Diego, Calif. He is also the 
author of numerous scientific papers and technical articles. 

Other recipients of the University's annual award have been the late 
Chester F. Carlson, Samuel Ruben, Grodon K. Teal, Robert Adler and Jay W. 
Forrester. Stookey will be honored by the University at a reception on 
April 16 at the Mayflower Hotel in Washington, D.C.

WASHINGTON GROUP CHALLENGES FCC'S FAIRNESS DOCTRINE 

The fairness doctrine that compels broadcast networks to provide the public 
with information on all aspects of controversial issues is being challenged by 
four Washington area individuals who are concerned that television viewers are 
seeing only one side of the military recruitment issue. 

The challenge, in the form of a complaint filed March 20 with the Federal 
Communications Commission, arises against two area television stations, WRC and 
WMAL, under the Commission's fairness doctrine because of their refusal to grant 
air time for announcements in the public interest on the subject of alternative 
military service. The principal complainant is David C. Green, a GW law professor 
and chairman of the Peace Committee of the Baltimore Yearly Meeting of the 
Religious Society of Friends. Working with Green are two GW law students, Ralph 
Grebow and Robert Katzberg, and Albert Kramer, executive director of the Citizens 
Communications Center. 

Basically, the complaint charges that while both licensees have granted air 
time on a continuing basis to announcements designed to encourage and increase 
enlistment in various branches of the military services, they have refused to 
air announcements on the subject of alternative military service. 

In December, Green, as chairman of the Peace Committee of the Baltimore 
Quaker group, sent letters to WTOP, WRC and WMAL requesting air time, under the 
fairness doctrine, to balance the one-sided presentations made by military 
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recruitment ads by informing the public of legal alternatives to military service. 
All three stations refused to air the ads, although station WTOP did agree to a 
series of interviews in its news programs which would explore these views, and 
the total program and the campaign in which these are encompassed. 

Those involved with the complaint feel that its filing will answer a number 
of important questions concerning the fairness doctrine, including: "whether or 
not the doctrine provides a useful method for guaranteeing a full presentation 
of all aspects of important issues; whether or not the broadcast media must 
grant a forum to groups that have been traditionally denied such access; and 
whether the fairness doctrine can be used to end the immunity to public scrutiny 
which broadcasters have so long enjoyed." 
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GW FI WE ARTS FACULTY

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PARKS PORTRAIT 
FOR GW HOSPITAL 


A portrait honoring a professor seeing his second generation of medical 
students will be presented to The George Washington University Hospital on 
Wednesday, April 1, when the Hospital Women's Board unveils the Alexander 
Clayton portrait of Dr. John Parks. 

Dean of the GW Medical Center, Dr. Parks told the medical school freshmen 
last fall that he had personally delivered some of them and had taught many 
of tlie.lr parents. Dr. Parks has served on the faculty for 32 years, as 
Professor of Obstetrics and Gynecology, as Medical Director of the Univer¬ 
sity Hospital, and for 12 years as Dean. 

Mrs. Alvin E. Parrish, Women's Board President, will present the portrait 
to GWU President Lloyd H. Elliott who will formally accept it for the 
University in a 4 pm ceremony in the hospital's new executive suite on the 
second floor. Mrs. Jed W. Pearson, Jr., of the Board, will speak briefly 
about the artist. 

The Women's Board commissioned Mr, Clayton, a Chevy Chase native now living 
in Dallas, Texas, to execute the portrait. In it the Dean wears the academic 
regalia of the (British) Royal College of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists 
which elected him to Fellowship last year. The portrait will hang at the 
entrance to the John Parks Conference Room in the executive suite. 

Alexander Clayton, a graduate of the Corcoran School of Art, has studied 
at the Phillips Gallery School here as well as abroad. An exhibition of his 
paintings was sponsored in Lisbon by the American Embassy in 1947. Among the 
notables he has painted from life are Helen Keller, Justice Benjamin Cardozo, 
Mrs. Angier Biddie Duke, Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, Mme. Vijaya Lakshmi 
Pandit and Jeanne Dixon. The University of Dallas commissioned him to paint 
Pope John XXIII, which he did from life sittings at the Vatican Palace where 
a duplicate now hangs, a gift of the artist. 
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GW MANAGEMENT PROFESSOR EXAMINES 
OPTIMUM UTILIZATION OF TECHNICAL 
MANPOWER IN NEW BOOK 

William G. Torpey, a George Washington University management faculty member 
and manpower specialist, concerned about the utilization of scientific and 
engineering manpower, has written a book discussing a number of timely topics 
related to the course that such skilled professionals should pursue to best 
utilize their education and experience. 

Optimum Utilization of Scientific and Engineering Manpower , a 324-page volume, 
pursues a number of vital topics in the area of technical manpower, focusing 
particularly on the impact of recent defense cutbacks, as related to personnel in 
scientific and engineering fields; the increasing importance of engineering 
technicians; and the importance of continuing education in expanding opportunities 
already available. 

In the chapter on defense cutbacks, Torpey proposes 25 specific recommenda¬ 
tions to alleviate a potentially dangerous and discouraging situation that can 
result from government and industrial cutbacks in funds and personnel. He deals 
specifically with defense cutbacks as related to the end of the Vietnam war. 

Here, in addition to an analysis of personnel employed in various defense efforts, 
he includes recommendations for solutions for federal and state governments, 
employers, educators, professional and technical societies and scientists and 
engineers themselves. 
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Building from a background as an educator and governmnnt consultant in man¬ 
power, Torpey devotes much of his book to current trends in education, particularly 
as they effect those in the scientific fields. He is concerned about expanding 
the use of engineering technicians, speaking in a sense to counselors who can 
influence young people to enter this area of the engineering profession. 

Other topics discussed by the author include: the effect of the "no graduate 
deferment" policy upon occupational deferment and upon graduate enrollment; 
responsibilities of employers, engineers and scientists, educators, government, 
and professional and technical societies in the continuing education process; the 
influence of educational technology upon continuing education for engineers and 
scientists; development of parallel ladders for professional and administrative 
advancement; match of scientific and engineering skills with job duties and 
managerial training for engineers and scientists. 

Torpey served on the President's Committee on Scientists and Engineers in 
1956. Upon expiration of this White House Committee, Torpey continued his scien¬ 
tific and technical manpower activity for more than a decade in the Executive 
Office of the President where he served under four Presidents until June 1969. 

As collateral duty during this same decade, he performed staff assignments for 
the Presidents Science Advisory Committee Manpower Panel; the National Academy 
of Sciences Manpower Utilization Committee; the Presidents Committee on Manpower; 
the National Automation Commission; the Commission on Marine Science, Engineering 
and Pvesources; and the National Council on Marine Sciences and Engineering 
Development. 

Concurrent with his federal experience, the author has been a part-time 
faculty member at GW since 1946 teaching graduate courses in management.

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NEW REPORT BY UNIVERSITY RESEARCH TEAM EXAMINES 
ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITIES IN THE GHETTO 

When American business first attacked the economic plight of ghetto 
residents, it moved right into the inner city to set up shop next door to the 
people. It acted too, with government help, to open existing central city jobs 
to the ghetto residents and to promote local ownership of ghetto business. 

Although some efforts failed, many succeeded—and suddenly, government 
and business leaders thought they had found a foolproof solution. 

Not so, says a report. Economic Opportunity in the Ghetto: The Partnershi p 
of Government and Business , by three university researchers, who claim that the 
only real solution to the problems of the disadvantaged is to eliminate their 
causes. 

Elaborating on these causes, Sar Levitan and Robert Taggart, of George 
Washington University’s Center for Manpower Policy Studies, and Garth Mangum, 
of the Human Resources Institute at the University of Utah, point first to 
discrimination, emphasizing that all forms must be ended. Equally important, 
they say, are the individual handicaps that must be overcome. For ghetto resi¬ 
dents, this means improved housing, improved education, and improved preparation 
for employment. 

Speaking of programs already tried, the authors conclude that entrepreneur- 
ship programs have the least potential for improving conditions in the ghetto. 
’’Even if ownership transfers to members of minority groups were accomplished 
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they say, "little additional income would flow into the ghetto because profits 
are only a small part of total income.' 1 There are also inherent limitations to 
developing large-scale entrepreneurship efforts in ghettos because business 
opportunities and qualified potential entrepreneurs are in short supply. While 
ownership opportunities for minorities can and should be expanded, the pace 
cannot be increased much beyond the present rate without drastically raising 
costs and increasing failure rates. 

A second program, economic development, is somewhat limited because of 
expanded resources needed for significant results. Piecemeal efforts tend to 
be frittered away, revealing measurable benefits. Despite the fact that a large- 
scale program could create growth areas in the ghetto, the potential benefits do 
not seem to warrant the massive commitment of resources that would be required 
for a national reverse flow of business from the suburbs to the central city. 
Despite many inherent difficulties, relocating people is cheaper than moving 
businesses, and in any event the residential ghetto areas have little room for 
industrial expansion without displacement or overcrowding. 

The viable strategy for expanding economic opportunity for ghetto residents 
is to increase access to existing jobs within or in reach of the central city. 

One method is direct incentives to private employers to hire and train ghetto 
residents. Despite its current difficulties, the approach is not without promise, 
though where the disadvantaged are excluded because more qualified workers are 
available or because they are demonstrably more expensive to hire and train, 
incentives to employers will have to be larger than in the past. 

The conclusion, according to the authors, is that none of the three strategies 
—minority entrepreneurship, economic development, or employment incentives— 
whould be drastically expanded at the present time. Experience to date with 
urban partnership programs has shown that attempts to alter market processes 
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can have little more than a marginal impact. Businessmen can be induced to 
work for socially desirable ends, but only when these ends io not endanger 
the profitability of their businesses. 
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
